An established rule In Canada is 
that no man can volunteer for duty 
in the army unless he has his wife’s 
consent. 
This rule does not seem to 
prevail with regard to other nations, 
especially so with the reservists who

ily in danger of

charges 
upon the state. 
Patriotism

line, but remaining in the country of 
adoption and fighting the good fight 
of one’s family. 
Patriotism is not

Farm ers are advised by the state 
agricultural commission to look out 
for an epidemic of white gTul>8 next 
season.

¡ASKS $800 JUDGMENT 


Lisbon, Sept. 4.—Anthony Ries, an 
aged man 
o f E ast Palestine, states 
to the c o u T t in a petition tiled today 
that he has be«n compelled to leave 
the home of Ann Baker, where he 
went over two years ago to end his 
days, and he wants judgment

Piano Strings. 
The tone ot a piano or of an indi­ 
vidual string of the same will be high­ 
er in a cold room than in a warm one. 
The reusuu is not far to seek. 
A 
stretched string gives out a certain 
pitch only when it is of a certain 
length and a certain tension. 
This is 
shown in the laboratory by hanging 
weights on a string and plucking It 
The more weight bung on the suing 
the higher the note given out 
Now. 
the strings of a piano are metal wires, 
all of which contract when cooled 
As 
they are fastened at both ends, how­ 
ever, they remain the same length, but 
Just tighten up—that is, the tension in 
creases just as If an extra weight 
were hung on the end. Of course, the 
effect is not great save in a very cold 
1 room, but even a small variation in 
tone may be detected by a good musi­ 
cian. 
This is probably one reason 
why certain priraa donnas always In­ 
sist on singing in a room of a certain 
temperature, which, of course, is the 
temperature at which the piano was 
put in adjustment with their voices— 
j or ought to be.—New York World.

Piano String«. 
The tone ot a piano or of an Indi­ 
vidual string of the same will be high­ 
er in a cold room than in a warm one. 
The reasou is not far to seek. 
A 
stretched string gives out a certain 
pitch only when It is of a certain 
length and a certain tension. 
This is 
shown in the laboratory by hanging 
weights on a string and plucking It 
The more weight hung on the string 
the higher the note given out 
Now. 
the strings of a piano are metal wires, 
all of which contract when cooled 
As 
they are fastened at both ends, how­ 
ever, they remain the same length, hut 
just tighten up—that is, the tension in 
creases just as if an extra weight 
were hung on the end 
Of course, the 
effect is not great save in a very cold 
room, but even a small variation in 
tone may be detected by a good musi­ 
cian. 
This Is probably one reason 
why certain priraa donnas always in­ 
sist on singing in a room of a certain 
temperature, which, of course, is the 
temperature at which the piano was 
put in adjustm ent with their voices— 
or ought to be.—New York World.

In the belief of those chiefly inter­ 
ested, the proposal to 
construct an 
electric railway from 
this 
city 
to 
Youngstown via Canfield has 
been 
gotten into such shape that the build­ 
ing of the line is now only a m atter 
of months. 
A meeting was held at 
Canfield two weeks ago, a t which 
time a committee of 
15 
prominent 
citizens of this 
c ’ty, 
Canfield 
and 
Youngstown was appointed to devise 
ways and means 
for 
securing 
the 
right of way. 
This committee met 
later and appointed sub-committees of 
three in each township 
to traverse 
the line to visit the property owners 
and make an effort to 
secure the 
right of way without charge. 
These 
committees were to report to the gen­ 
eral right of way committee, which 
expected to be able to make a report 
at a meeting to be held at Canfield 
Wednesday evening, but that meet­ 
ing hat been deferred, as some of 
the subaomm'ttees were not through 
with their work. 
The plan now being worked upon 
by the promoters 1b to secure the 
right of way free, organize a company 
and then turn the proposition over to 
outside capital. 
So far as securing the right of way 
without cost is concerned, that is 
bePeved to fbe easy. At the last meet­ 
ing in Canfield all the property own­ 
ers along the route who were pres­ 
ent signified their willingness to deed 
the right of way to any company 
that would build the line, as it is 


property considerably. 
The old Mon- 
not survey will probably be used be­ 
tween Salem and Canfield, as it is 
an easy route. Between Canfield and 
Youngstown three Toutes are avail­ 
able.
